Former Secretary of the 
Treasury John W. Snyder has 
provided a federal grand jury 
investigating tax scandals with 
all the papers and records it 
sought from him under a sub- 
pena duces tecum, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

The subpena was issued after 
Department of Justice investi- 
gators had been unable to ob- 
tain from Snyder the files they 
were seeking, particularly all 
records that had reference to 
James P. Finnegan, former St. 


Louis Collector of Revenue now 
serving a prison term for mis- 
conduct in office. 

Snyder, who appeared before 
the grand jury here Monday and 
yesterday and for one other day 
recently, has been a “very co- 
operative” witness, both in the 
answering of questions and pro- 
duction of his personal papers. 
the Post-Dispatch was told. 


Attorneys Save 


Farm Widow 


-Pledged to Pay Son’s Tax Fine 


Land Bid In at Auction After Man Con- 
victed by U.S. Flees to Escape 
Prison.

VANDALIA, IIl., March 16— 
A 132-acre farm pledged by 
Mrs. Almeda Lorton as security 


for a $10,000 fine assessed 
against her son, was saved for 
her today when the property 
was purchased by her attorneys 
at a public auction at the Fay- 
ette county courthouse here. 
Mrs. Lorton, 71-year-old 
widow, mortgaged the farm to 
guarantee the fine and court 
costs imposed on her son, Spen- 
cer, an accountai.t, who fled to 
escape imprisonment after being 
convicted of preparing false in- 
come tax returns ‘or clients. 
The farm, in the heart of rich, 
rolling “Lincoln country,” was 
purchased for $12,699 by one of 
Mrs. Lorton’s attorneys, Harold 
O. Werner of Springfield. Only 
two bids were made, the first by 
a representative of the bonding 
firm that held a mortgage on 
the property. . 
Wanted to Save Farm. 


Werner, who gave his personal 
check for the property, said he 
acted on behalf of himself and 
his partner, Edward Pree. “We 
wanted to save the farm for her 
—that’s why we did it,” Pree 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

Pree indicated Mrs. Lorton 
could repay the purchase price. 
“There will be enough income 
from this and her other prop- 


“We are advancing the money 
for her.” 

When United States Marshal 
Vernon Woods of East St. Louis 
opened the auction on the steps 
of the courthouse, only a few 
persons were present. The first 
bid, for $12,600, was made by 
John E. Sebat, Springfield at- 


company. 

Werner immediately raised 
Sebat’s bid. There was a brief 
pause, then Marshal Woods 
asked: “Anyone else?” There 
was no answer, and he an- 
nounced: “All right, it is sold to 
Mr. Werner.” The entire trans- 
action took only a few minutes.

The Justice Department has 
taken files from the Washington 
office occupied by Snyder when 
he was a member of former 
President Truman’s Cabinet. 
These files pertain to tax cases 
that have come under scrutiny 
in the investigation. 

Questioning of Snyder before 
the federal grand jury here and 
also earlier before another grand 
jury in Omaha, Nebr., has been 
directed by Wyllys Newcomb, 
head of a Justice Department 
team supervising the tax scandal | 
inquiry. , 

Newcomb remained here tc- 
day so that he and three assist- 
ants can study and evaluate 
transcripts of testimony and rec- 
ords produced by Snyder and 
other witnesses. 

No date has been set for re- 
sumption of the grand jury in- 
vestigation, Newcomb said. 

Main Aim of Inquiry. 


A principal purpose of the in- 
quiry is to determine which of- 
ficials in the Truman Adminis- 
tration were responsible for 
initial efforts to “whitewash” 
the activities of Finnegan. 

Snyder, now executive vice 
president of a Toledo (O.) firm, 
was head of the Treasury De- 
partment, which supervises the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, at the 
time Finnégan was collector 
here. , 

It is reported he has contend- 
ed that most of his activities as 
Secretary of the Treasury were 
confined to financial aspects of 
the Korean war, and that he had 
little time for other matters, in- 
cluding Finnegan’s outside activ- 
ities. ; 

For the first three days of 
next week the grand jury will 
hear witnesses in the missing 
Greenlease ransom inquiry. 

They will be chiefly associates 
of Joseph Costello, head of Ace 
Cab Co., who has been a prin- 
cipal-figure in the ransom in- 
vestigation. The witnesses will 
include persons other than those 
connected with the taxicab firm.

The Government is seeking to 
recover $2,800,000 under a de- 
fense contract with Westmore- 
land, plus interest, and to take | 
possession of the multi-million | 
dollar Government-owned man-| 
ganese plant. . 

Says Order Blocked Checks. 
Arthur Sherman, first on the 
stand yesterday:in the Govern- 
ment’s foreclosure suit, said 
Young was responsible for an 
order blocking routine checks of 
the Westmoreland project in 
1952. 

This disclosure came when 
Judge Harry J. Lemley asked 
Sherman why the DMPA had 
failed to uncover alleged mis- 
management in the company for 
several months after a contract 
with Westmoreland had been 
singed in April of that year. 
“Mr. Young refused to permit 
us to keep a man at Cushman 
to watch operations,” Sherman 
said, adding that he had request- 
ed permission to do so the day 
after the Westmoreland con- 
tract was signed. 

A subsequent witness, George 
B. Holderer of Arlington, Va., 
a mining expert and former 
DMPA official, said he had been 
“aghast” at Young’s order. 

Holderer testified Young had 
told Westmoreland officials, who 
had contracted to put the World 
War II manganese installation 
back into production, that the 
Federal agency “would not 
breath down your necks during 
construction.” 

Asserts Firm Never Produced. 

Young took the position, Hol- 
derer said, that the nation’s 
need for manganese was so

The assembled reporters 
joined in.the laughter when he 
was asked to comment on the 
Senate actions yesterday in re- 
jecting the Democratic plan to 
reduce taxes of the lowest in- 
come tax group.

Major Difference. 


“To me,” Livingston said. in 
a statement, “the fact that this 
committee is holding hearings is 
a major difference between 1955 
and 1929. This time, a Senate 
investigating committee is study- 
ing the market before a crash, 
not after. That is pretty good 
insurance against a crash.” 

Today’s other witness, Wall 
Streeter Dorsey Richardson, told 
the Senate Banking Committee 
the stock market in its year-and- 
a-half priee rise has been 
“catching up with changes that 
have occurred in our economy— 
in price levels, in earnings, in 
gross national product, in tech-

years.” 

Richardson, head of the Na- 
tional Association of Investment 
Gompanies, said much recent 
market activity stemmed from 
“the fact that investors with 
more surplus funds to invest 
have become more generally 
aware of the expansion of the 
economy.”

Testifies in Own Defense 
at Shooting Trial—Ex-

Nicholas Burke, former St. 
Louis county deputy sheriff 
charged with assault with intent 
to kill Chief Deputy William 
Smith, testified today he “re- 
called nothing for the rest of 


the night’ after he was knocked | 
down in a fight preceding the | 


shooting of Smith. 

Burke, testifying in his own 
defense at his trial before a 
gury 


Court Judge John A. Witthaus | 


at Clayton, said he had no recol- 
lection of the shooting, 
sheriff's barbecue at El Avion 
Club in Des Peres in the sum- 
mer of 1953. 
Describes Fight. 

Describing a fight with Hugh 
Bresnahan, a deputy sheriff, at 
the barbecue, Burke said: “I 


got into an argument with Mr. | 
Smith had us | 


Bresnahan. Mr. 
leave. We went out the back 
door. 

“Mr. Bresnahan struck me 
across the face. I don’t know 
how many times. I bounced 
against the wall ‘after I was hit. 

“I recall nothing for the rest 
of the night after the blow was 
struck. The first thing I re- 
member was the next morning 
at 9:30 or 10 o'clock. I was in 
my automobile, lying partly on 
the rear seat and the floor. 

“My face was very sore and I 
had a big lump on the back of 
my head about the size of an 
egg. My teeth also were loose. 
I had lacerations on the inside 
of my mouth. My back and the 
back of my neck were bruised.” 

Burke testified his automobile 
Was on a gravel road off a high- 
way. He said he saw signs 
“pointing to St. James, Mo.,” 
but he did not know the loca- 
tion of the road. 

The defendant said he started 
to drive back to St. Louis, ob- 
served he was almost out of gas 


While there he heard a radio 
broadcast “about a shooting in 
St. Louis county and that au- 
thorities were looking for me.” 
Taken to Sanatorium. 

Burke’s testimony was that he 
proceeded directly to his home, 
called his attorney, 
Foley, and was taken by one of 
Foley’s associates to Glenwood 
Sanatorium, where he was 
treated by a physician. 

He testified he followed the 
physician’s instruction to “go 
home and stay in bed.” Burke 
appeared at the Sheriff's office 
in Clayton and surrendered the 
third day after the shooting. 

On cross-examination, Burke 
said the argument he had with 
Bresnahan “may have been” over 
Bresnahan’s support of Sheriff 
Arthur C. Mosley in the election. 

Asked by the state if he had 
been drinking at the barbecue, 
the defendant replied: “All eve- 
ning I had three drinks, if that

to 1. The measure, already ap- 
proved by the Senate, now goes 
to the Governor. 

The bill contains an emer- 
gency clause which will make it 
effective as soon as the Governor 
signs it, 

The measure provides an av- 
erage 15.3 per cent increase in 
police pay, ranging from 5 per 
cent for the chief of police to 
20 per cent for turnkeys. 

The increases will cost $1,- 
306,598 a year. Of the amount, 
$1,159,359 will go for the salary 
rises and $147,238 for additional 
pension costs.

(Dem.), St. Louis, who handled 
the bill on the House floor, said 
there were 55 vacancies on the 
St. Louis police force, created 
partly by resignations resulting 
from low salaries.

The bill received the support 
of Democrats and Republicans 
alike in the House. Representa- 
tive Samuel B. Murphy (Rep.), 
Kirkwood, minority floor lead- 
er, supported the measure, say- 
ing passage was “well justified 
and badly needed.” 

Increases proposed in the bill 
are: Chief of Police, $9500 to 
$9990; Assistant Chief, $7100 to 
$8180; Chief of Detectives,

Discusses Memphis Plant. 


The President said he had no 
objection to the city of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., building its own 
power plant as a substitute for 
the controversial Dixon - Yates 
project. 

He repeated his earlier oppo- 
sition to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority's plan to supply grow- 
ing Memphis area power néeds 
by building its own generating 
plant at the Fulton site in Ten- 
nessee. 

A municipally-built Memphis 
plant would have the advantage 
to the Federal Government of 
requiring no funds from the 
Treasury. Mr. Eisenhower has 
defended the Dixon-Yates proj- 
ect as a way to avoid imme- 
diate federal expenditure of 
about $100,000,000, which the 
Fulton plant would require. The 
Dixon-Yates plant would be fi- 


| 


nanced privately, getting its in- 


ufacturing or generating plant 
it wanted to. 

Local private ownership is 
often very effective, he ob- 
served. But when the Federal 
Government goes into construc- 


tion, he went on, it can print 


money. 

He told correspondents em- 
phatically to remember that as 
soon as the Government starts 
to print money it takes one cent 
or some other proportion out 
of every dollar in everybody's 
pocket.

Judge Holds Bad Conduct of 
Witness Before Congress 
Is Unpunishable. 


| SEATTLE, March 16 (AP)— 
|A United States District judge 
has ruled that a witness before 
a congressional committee may 
show contempt for a committee 
without fear of prosecution for 
contempt of Congress. 

| The ruling was made yester- 
day by Judge George H. Boldt 
in dismissing five of six counts 
of contempt of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee

WASHINGTON, March 16 
(AP)—Judge John Marshall Har- 
lan’s nomination to the Supreme 
Court came before the Senate 


today. Even opponents conceded 
his confirmation. 


Harlan, grandson of a Supreme 
Court Justice, was selected by 
President Eisenhower last No- 
vember to fill the vacancy left 


by the death of Justice Robert 
H. Jackson. 


Once Harlan’s nomination {s 
acted on, Senate leaders planned 
to turn to Mr. Eisenhower's nom- 
ination of Joseph Campbell, a 
former Atomic Energy Commis- 
sioner, to a 15-year term as 
Comptroller General Congress's 
watchdog on government spend- 
ing. Campbell has filled the $17,- 
500-a-year post since last De- 
cember, serving under a tempo- 
rary appointment. 


Committee Approaches Harlan. 


Harlan’s nomination was ap- 
proved by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee a week ago. The vote 
was 10 to 4,. with one member 
abstaining. Campbell’s nomina- 
tion was approved the next day 
by an 8 to 4 vote of the Senate 
en Operations Commit- 
ee. 


Harlan, 55 years old, was con- 
firmed by the Senate last year 
as a judge,of the United States 
second circuit court of appeals 
in New York. 


When he was nominated for 
elevation to the Supreme Court. 
opponents raised the question of | 
whether he might rule—if the 
issue came up—that the United 
Nations charter or other treaties 
could override the United States 
Constitution and domestic law. 


Harlan told the Judiciary Com- 
mittee he was “not a one-world- 
er” and did.not believe in sur- 
render of any American sover- 
eignty to an international organ- 
ization. 

Senator Herman Welker (Rep.), 
Idaho, said he was not satisfied 
that Harlan “adheres to the doc- 
trine that American sovereignty 
cannot be. and must not be dilu- 
ted.” Similar views have been ex- 
pressed by Senators James East- 
land (Dem.), ‘Mississippi, and 
Olin D. Johnston Dem.), South 
Carolina. . 


Senator William Langer (Rep.), 
Indianapolis, said he was going 
to vote against. Harlan’s nomi- 
nation to emphasize his protest 
that no Supreme Court Justice 
had ever been selected from 
North Dakota and some other 
states. 


These four members of the 
Judiciary Committee voted not 
to approve Harlan’s nomination. 
Senator James L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, abstained. 

Criticism of Campbell. 

As for Campbell, critics of 
his nomination claim he lacks 
legal and legislative experience. 
He is an accountant by profes- 
sion and former treasurer of 
Columbia University. | 

Senator Albert Gore (Dem.), 
Tennessee, who testified in op- 
position to Campbell’s nomina- 
tion, raised this point, as did 
others who contended that the 
Comptroller General should be 
drawn from the ranks of Con; 
gress. 

The House has passed its first 
appropriations bill of the ses- 
sion—a measure to provide 
$3,282,553,000 for running the 
Treasury and Post Office de- 
partments during the year start- 
ing July 1. The bill now goes 
to the Senate. 

As approved by the House 
yesterday, the bill is $77,697,000 
short of the amount requested 
by the President. Of the total, 
$2,685,700,000 is earmarked for 
the Post Office Department, 
$595,818,000 for the Treasury 
and the remaining $1,035,000 for 
the tax court. , 

Bill to Admit Refugees. 


The House passed a bill au- 
thorizing the Attorney General 
to waive the immigration laws 
for 165 alien refugees who 
illegally entered the United 
States to escape from behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

The majority are Poles and 
the remainder natives of Rus- 
sia, Yugoslavia, Estonia, Latvia 
and China. 

The judiciary committee re- 
ported that most of them are 
bona fide seamen who escaped 
from Communist-dominated na- 
tions and jumped ship in the 
United States. The committee, 
however, noted that its approval 
of their admission does not rep- 
resent a departure from its pol- 
icy of refusing to recognize bills 
for relief of ordinary deserting 
seamen. 

On Monday a committee re- 
port denounced “‘malpractices’ 
in connection with private relief 
bills for aliens facing deporta- 
tion, and called for an investiga- 
tion of “abuse” of the practice. 

At the same time it criticized 
Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell over cases in which the 
committee said he should have 
used his discretionary authority 
to prevent deportation of refu- 
gees whose return meant prob- 
able death or Communist con- 
centration camp. be

| pact. 
| McCarthy said the 1952 G.O.P. 
| platform pledged the party to

Holdren, who built the line 
in 1952, said he made the sev- 
eral payments to the union offi- 
cers after members of Local 682, 
Building & Construction Chauf- 
feurs’ Union, called a brief 

_ strike, practiced “featherbed- 
ding” and refused to permit him 
to remove his equipment on com-| 
pletion of the work. 

The strike was called follow- 
ing a dispute with two sons of 
Higgins, who were driving trucks 
for the Mid-States Co., Holdren 
testified. 

“I asked‘ Higgins Sr. what 
caused the trouble, and he said 
his sons were not getting the 
right treatment from my fore- 
men,” the witness related. “He 
also said I had promised to pay 
$1000, and had only given him 
$250. The strike ended three 
days later, after I gave Schmidt |

LONDON, March 16 (AP)— 
Laborite members of Parliament 
kicked left-winger Aneurin 
Bevan out of their ranks today 
on charges of disloyalty, This 
isolates him as an independent 
in the House of Commons. 

The 57-year-old Welsh orator, 
a former coal miner, was re- 
ported to have told a secret 
meeting of Labor members of 
Parliament he would never ask 
for reinstatement. | 

The action came on a motion 
to “withdraw the whip” from 
Bevan, meaning to remove the 
party label. The vote was 141 
to 112. 

Bevan still retains his mem- 
bership in the Labor party, how- 
ever, until the whole party mem- 
bership has a chance to vote. 

The disciplinary move was 
sponsored by the moderate sup- 
porters of former Prime Minis- 
ter Clement R. Attlee, the 
party’s 72-year-old official lead- 
er. He has been subject to re- 
peated attacks from Bevan and 
his followers in the last three 
years. 

Attlee’s supporters rejected a 
last minute attempt to get Bevan 
off with a reprimand. The vote 
on that was 138 to 124. 

The outcome was a triumph 


-for Attlee, but it may prove a 
“costly victory. Observers be- 
“lieved the split would dash the 


Labor party’s hope of defeating 
Prime Minister Churchill’s Con- 
servatives in the next general 
election, which Churchill must 
call before October 1956, and 
perhaps will call this year. 
(Bevan’s lieutenants expressed 
gratification at the unexpectedly 
large vote he amassed, the 


‘United Press said. 


(“Nye isn’t done yet by a long 
shot,” one of his friends de- 
clared.) 

Severe Critic of US. 

In the last three years Bevan 
has launched seven attacks on 
the official party leadership. In 
many of these, he has been 
highly critical of United States 
policies.

But the seventh attack, made 
in a House of Commons defense 
debate two weeks ago, brought a 
sharp change. Pushed on by his 
fellow moderates, Attlee decided 
these mutinies had to stop.

Supporters of Bevan— who 
has been firing alike at policies 
of the British government, the 
Labor party leadership and the 
United States — interpreted the 
votes as a slap at Attlee even 
though he won. In neither case 
did a majority of the Laborites 
in Parliament go down the line 
for Attlee.

New $15,000,000 U. S. 
Route to Bypass Boon- 
ville—New Bridge Set 
Near Rocheport. 


By the Post-Dispatch Jefferson

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16 
—Approval of a proposed $15,- 


000,000 relocation of U.S. High-| 


way 40 in Cooper and Boone 
counties, south of the present 


section of 40 passing through 
Boonville, was announced today 
by the Missouri State Highway 
Commission. 

The new location for this 
stretch of the big cross-state 
highway, near the center of the 
state, will extend from the junc- 
tion of present U.S. 40 and 
State Route 135 in Cooper coun- 
ty (about six miles southwest of 
Boonville) 21 miles generally 
eastward to rejoin present U.S. 
40 southeast of Midway, in Boone 
county. 

New Bridge Planned. 

The new stretch of highway 
will cross the Missouri river on 
a new bridge to be built south- 
east of Rocheport. 


The route approved will by- 
pass Boonville four or five miles 
south of that Cooper county seat 
and shorten the highway about 
five miles. However the commis- 
sion announced the _ existing 
route of U.S. 40 through Boon- 
ville, including the Missouri riv- 
er bridge at that point, will be 
retained in service and main- 
tained as a state highway. An 
improved connection to the new 
40 will be built from Boonville. 

No estimate has been made as 
to when actual construction will 
be started on the relocation ap- 
proved by the commission, which 
announced the next step would 
be surveys. Plans then will be 
designed and right of way ob-

Pat Ward Tells of Oleo Heir

(Mickey) Jelke paid a bill in a 
night club with a $50 check a. 
man had given her. 

The check, placed into evi- 
dence, was dated Dec, 17, 1951, | 
and signed “Bill Quivey.” It 
bore Miss Ward's indorsement 


and a notation “O.K. Minot 
Jelke.”’ 

Jelke used it to pay a tab at 
El] Morocco, an East Side supper 
spot, she said. 

Miss Ward told of at least 
eight men she said had paid her 
for her affections — amounts 
ranging from $50 to “over $100.” 

Now 21 years old, Miss Ward 
repeated testimony which she 
gave in Jelke’s first trial in 
1953. He was convicted at that 
time on two counts of compul- 
sory prostitution but the ver- 
dict was later set aside because 
the courtroom had been closed 
to press and public while the 
prosecution presented its case. 

Miss Ward told yesterday of 
meeting Jelke in 1951 and of 
going to live with him in his 
East Side apartment. She said | 
that after a short time he told 
her he needed money and she 
could help him by taking fees | 
from men she would meet 
through him. 

The state contends Jelke took 
Miss Ward’s earnings to finance 
his high living until he came 
into his inheritance.

had told her they would even- 
tually be married but could use 
money that other men would 
give her in the meantime. 

She said she suggested they 
both could get jobs and be mar- 
ried, “but he said he wouldn’t 
allow his wife to live in an un- 
becoming style.” 

There was little significance 
to the names of men whom Miss 
Ward said gave her money. She 
mentioned a Mr. Karshan, a Mr.

EMBERS of the Cabinet and others high in the Administra- 
tion have been served notice that they must co-operate in 
helping to relieve President Eisenhower of at least part of 


the burden of the presidency if they expect him to be a candidate 


for re-election. 


This warning comes from close 
associates of Mr. Eisenhower, 
who have said in effect: 

“If you expect this Adminis- 
tration to continue for six years 
and not just for two years, you 
must help to ease the strain. 
That means you cannot come 
running in here every ofher day 
with your troubles, The deci- 
sions must be 


With this notice posted on the 
White House door, it is expected 
that the President's schedule will 
be gradually curtailed. Among 
those around him there is a firm 

resolve to keep his weekends efh- 

tirely free of either official or 
social engagements, and that 
goes for the numerous public or 
semi-public dinners the Presi- 
dent is expected to attend on 
Saturday nights. 


Contributory Incidént. 

An incident that is belfeved to 
have contributed to the determi- 
nation to shield the President 
occurred recently. It not- only 
caused Mr. Eisenhower acute 
embarrassment but is said to 
have stirred his indignation as 
it has rarely been stirred during 
his two years in the “impos- 
sible office” of the presidentcy. 
This was the fllp-flop @etision 
involving Pan-American Airways 
and Northwest Airlines flying 
the route from Seattle, Wash., to 
Hawaii. 

The President first overruled 
a recommendation of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board that both 
Pan-Am and Northwest be re- 
néwed for the Hawaiian flight. 
He held that Pan-Am should 
have the flight alone because 
this would “contribute most to 
the sound development of our 
air transportation system in the 
Pacific.” 

That brought down a storm of 
protest from champions of North- 
west. Both Minnesota Senators, 
Edward J. Thye, Republican, and 
Hubert H. Humphrey, Democrat, 
asked for an opportunity to 
present. Northwest's ‘case. Hum- 
phrey had Minnesota’s new Dem- 
ocratic Governor, Orville L, Free- 
man, fly down for what Hum- 
phrey thought would be a White 

ouse confrontation. 

But Thye took over and held 
a meeting with the President a 
week after the decision. Present 
were Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks and the former 
Under Secretary in Charge of 
Transportation, Robert B. Mur- 
ray Jr., as well as Thye, Repre- 
sentative Walter H. Judd and 
several White House aids. 


President Not Informed 

It soon developed that the 
President had not been informed 
of the real nature of the CAB 
decision, which was based on the 
assumption that airline subsidies 
in the Pacific would soon be 
eliminated and both lines could 
compete profitably. 

According to one of those 
present, the President turned on 
Weeks and Murray to demand 
indignantly why he had not had 
this information. He is said to 
have made some scorching re- 
marks about the kind of advice 
he was given. In the aftermath, 


Weeks is reported -to have of- 
fered his resignation which the 
President refused to accept. 
Weeks’s associates deny this. 
On the same day Mr. Eisenhower 
reversed his previous decision, 
okaying both lines on the route. 
Under the terms of the civil 
Actosneties Act, the President 
: ae to ‘intervene where 
CAB decisions clearly relate to 
foreign policy or national de- 
fense. In the Truman Adminis- 
tration, the White House became 
more and more deeply involved 
in the politics of favoritism ahd 
influence of the big airlines. 
President Truman did a flip- 
flop at the time the CAB ruled 
against a merger of Pan-Am 
with the then American Over- 
seas Airlines, first approving the 
board’s decision and then over- 
ruling it. There were reports 
at the time of powerful influ- 
ence brought to bear as there 


|were similar reports when 


Northwest was first granted the 
Seattle-Hawaii route. 


Need for.a Cleanup. 

Some of the President’s asso- 
ciates have been acutely aware 
of the need to clean up the CAB 
situation which was part of the 
widely proclaimed “mess in 
Washington.” They have com- 
plained that oy politically- 
minded Weeks showed no inter- 
est. These associates stopped 
the drive to name a new CAB 
chairman who had repeatedly 
demonstrated his susceptibility 
to airline influence. With the 
appointment of a new transpor- 
tation Under Secretary, Louis 
S. Rothchild, hopes for a clean- 
up .have been renewed. | 

Significantly, the White House 
meeting that blew the lid off 
the CAB situation took place on 
a Saturday mo following a 
Slape of tel ‘and tele- 
phone ca''s asking for the priv- 
llege of talking the situation 
over with the President. 
Conditioned by 40 years in 
the Army, the President is a 
strong believer in the chain of 
command approach. He expects 
good staff work on the way up 
through the chain and nothing 
irritates him more than to find 
deficiencies in the preparation 
of a problem referred to him 
for final decision. 
One thing the President dis- 
covered soon after his election 
was that the political chain of 
command is something quite dif- 
ferent from what he was accus- 
tomed to in the armed services. 
The weak links cannot be elim- 
inated with anything like the 
same efficiency and dispatch. 
It is when boners like the 
Pan-Am-Northwest affair come 
abruptly to his notice that the 
President feels most irked by 
his job.and most ready to shed 
the burden of the highest office 
in the land.

That the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion be reorganized on a self-supporting ba- 
sis and secure its financing from private 
sources. 


This apparently innocent recommendation of 
the Hoover Commission is one half deceptive 
propaganda. The other half is poison for the 
rural electrification program which has brought 
the fruits of the Industrial Revolution to more 
than 3,000,000 farm families in the last 20 years. 


REA does not have to be reorganized in order 
to be self-supporting. It is already self-support- 
ing. The loans it makes to co-operative electric 
distribution systems are being repaid with an ex- 
ceedingly low rate of default which private bank- 
ing might envy. 

If private sources had had the enterprise and 
the courage to finance rural electrification in 
America, and if private utility companies had 
had the courage, enterprise and sense of service 
to carry out the program, REA would never have 
been required. 

The effect of the Hoover commission's recom- 
mendations could be to paralyze REA immediate- 
ly and kill it off entirely within a few short 
years. One might think that, since more than 
1,000,000 miles of transmission lines have been 
built through the REA program, the systems 
are going concerns, and more than 90 per cent 
of the nation’s farms are now reached by elec- 
tricity, the program is safe. This is far from true. 

Public power systems do not stand still in this 
expanding economy, any more than private busi- 
nesses do. They must expand to meet the grow- 
ing needs of their customers, and their custom- 
ers’ demands are doubling every five years. 

Electricity has only begun to do a few of the 
many things it can do on the farm. As just one 
example, two thirds of the farm homes in this 
country still lack inside bathrooms dependent on 
electric home pumping systems. 

In order to grow with their customers’ re- 
quirements, co-operatives and other public power 
systems must be able to borrow money. In lend- 
ing the money the Government makes a safe in- 
vestment at the same time that it performs a 
service for the people which no other agency 
stood ready to perform. Cut off from credit, a 
growing public power system would suffer the 
same fate a private power company would suf- 
fer under the same circumstance. It would with- 
er, and be forced to sell out on any terms it 
could get to someone with adequate credit. 

Quite likely the Government should get out 
of some of its lending activities, perhaps includ- 
ing some of those the Hoover Commission men- 
tions. This was clearly true with respect to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, as we said 
at the time. But it is not true of REA. 

There is, in fact, little evidence that the 
Hoover Commission made these recommenda- 
tions with the welfare of rural electrification at 
heart. Former President Herbert Hoover, the 
chairman of the commission, is hostile to all 
public power. 

Another objective of the recommendations is 
to reduce the national debt.since the ceiling set 
on it by Congress has been a constant plague 
to the Eisenhower Administration. The commis- 
sion estimates that its overall recommendations, 
including REA, would reduce the national debt 
more than seven billion dollars. 

In so far as REA is concerned, the money re- 
turned into the United States Treasury would 
not be “savings,” or “benefits,” as the commis- 
sion is fond of saying. It would be money taken 
out of productive work in the public’s service. 
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Eisenhower Victory on Taxes 
President Eisenhower won a major double 
victory in the Senate with the defeat of both 
Democratic proposals for cutting income taxes. 
The House-appraved $20-a-person reduction 
went down under a heavy 61-to-32 adverse vote. 
The,Senate substitute that would have provided 
cuts for low income taxpayers and offset these 
by taxes on corporation shareholders and busi- 


~ ness fell by the way, 50 to 44. 


Since the Republicans are in the minority in 
both branches of Congress, the President needed 
Democratic votes to defeat the proposed reduc- 
tions. In the Senate these votes came from five 
Southerners—Byrd and Robertson of Virginia, 
George of Georgia, Holland of Florida and El- 
lender of Louisiana. The White House owes them 
a vote of thanks for breaking with the majority 
of their party and thus making the Administra- 
tion victory possible. 

One of the remarkable aspects of the voting 
on this urgent issue was the almost 100 per cent 
participation of the Senate membership. The 
only absentees were Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith, Maine Republican, who is abroad on 
Senate business, and Senator Kennedy, Mas- 
sachusetis Democrat, who is convalescing in 
Florida after a serious operation. 

It is very seldom that 94 out of the 96 Sena- 
tors are in their seats for a roll call. That is some- 
thing else to be thankful for as the results are 
reviewed. Since it took five Republican votes to 
pass the Democratic cut in the House, the pros- 
pect is that the wayward Republicans will now 
return to the fold. If they do that ends the 1955 
efforis at income tax cutting. 
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How High Is Up for Bell? 


Where is the ceiling on the profits of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co.” 

The question arises from the company’s an- 
nual report for 1954, which shows another 
$10,000,000 rise in the company’s net income 
on top of a $10,700,000 rise in 1953. 

Southwestern Bell has been expanding rapidly. 
It has been inst&lling new telephones at a high 
rate throughout its 5-state territory. Some in- 
crease in its earnings has undoubtedly been 
necessary to provide a fair return on the capital 
newly invested during this expansion program. 
But is the company fairly entitled to an increase 
of 70 per cent? 

In 1951—prior to the last general rate in- 
crease granted for Southwestern Bell's Missouri 


operations by the Missouri Public Service Com-| 


mission—the company earned in all five states, 
after paying all expenses, taxes and interest on 
debt, $8.52 per telephone. In 1954 that net in- 
come per telephone had risen to the astonishing 
figure of $14.53—70 per cent higher than in 1951. 

Southwestern Bell profits inure largely to 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
which owns 99.99 per cent of its capital stock. 
In 1954 A.T. & T. established another all-time 
high record for its own profits, after previously 
setting a new record in 1953. 

With the Bell system as with that part of it 
represented by Southwestern Bell, some increase 
in earnings undoubtedly has been necessary to 
attract the large amounts of capital needed for 
expansion. But what is the justification for an 
increase as big as that which has. taken place? 

These questions ought to be seriously consid- 
ered by the regulatory bodies responsible for es- 
tablishing fair rates and fair profits. 

Since the Federal Communications Commis-

Snafu Over Yalta 


Senator Knowland says that it “doesn’t make 
sense” that Congress “must get” its information 
on such a subject as the wartime Yalta Confer- 
ence from the published memoirs of Sir Win- 
ston Churchill, former Secretary of State Ed- 
ward Stettinius and Elliott Roosevelt. With this 
Statement by the Republican Leader in the Sen- 
ate we agree wholeheartedly. 

Senator George of Georgia and Representative 
Richards of South Carolina, chairmen of the 
Senate and House committees on foreign rela- 
tions, say they will not receive confidential 
copies of the Yalta conference documents. They 
say that if the documents are sent to them they 
will return them to Secretary of State Dulles un- 
opened. With the position of these two Demo- 
cratic leaders we agree wholeheartedly. 

We agree with tor Knowland because we 
believe that the Yalta records, if they are to be 
made public, should not come in some round- 
about manner such as the publication of a book 
however well it may be written by Sir Winston. 
We agree with Senator George and Representa- 
tive Richard because we also believe that it is 
up to Secretary Dulles either to give out the 
records officially or be responsible for continu- 
ing to keep them secret. 

Actually it is up to Mr. Dulles, if he“wants to 
release the Yalta file on certain World War II 
settlements, to obtain permission of Great Brit- 
ain as one of the participating nations. Since the 
British Government's position is that part of the 
Yalta record might be misunderstood, the United 
States and Britain could join in a clarifying 
supplementary statement. Yet rather than ob- 
serve the diplomatic proprieties, Mr. Dulles pre- 
ferred to circulate the Yalta record widely in 
Congress from where it would almost certainly 
leak out in a matter of hours at most. 

That is no way te treat Great Britain. And it 
is no way to treat Congress. As for Yalta, we see 


no good reason why its full story should not be . 


made public. Let John Foster Dulles get Brit- 
ain’s consent and then take full responsibility as 
Secretary of State for releasing the full record. 
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. Welcome Visitor From Detroit 

The Community Chest could hardly have done 
St. Louis a greater service than: by bringing 
Walter C. Laidlaw of Detroit here for its annual 
meeting. Mr. Laidlaw told in detail how the 
nation’s fifth largest city consolidated its multi- 
plicity of annual drives and appeals into one 
United Foundation. He showed how united 
effort raises more financial support all around in 
Detroit and saves the time of many thousands 
who participate. Mr. Laidlaw, a successful busi- 
mess man, brought a message St. Louisans were 
eager to hear. His visit doubtless will give fresh 
impetus to the movement for a united solicita- 
tion here. Certainly it should! 
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Confidence and Criticism 

If the Fulbright committee study is to be 
blamed when the stock market goes down, should 
it not also get credit when the market goes up? 

The market Tuesday staged one of its strong- 
est advances in 15 years—at the very time Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey, testifying before 
the committee, was suggesting that the commit- 
tee’s work might “contribute to a questioning 
of confidence.” 

Mr. Humphrey undoubtedly. was thinking 
about the last week's declines in the market, es- 
pecially the big one on Monday. But Tuesday’s 
advance, even though it did not recover all previ- 
ous, losses, surely indicated that there must be 
a great many people whose confidence has not 
been impaired by the committee’s work. 

The hearing may indeed have an effect on the 
market, in the sense that some stock traders 
will buy or sell on the basis of what they think 
the testimony may induce other traders to do. 
But this is very different from permanently de- 
pressing stock values, or permanently “impair- 
ing cohfidence.” If confidence rests on such a 
slender basis that one congressional inquiry can 
impair it, then the many other elements which 
contribute to it must also be deficient. 

In one respect, at least, Secretary Humphrey 
far over-reached himself. This was when he sug- 
gested that “criticism of the Government,” if 
voiced at the hearings, could impair confidence. 

Mr. Humphrey should be reminded that criti- 
cism of the Government is an old and well estab- 
lished custom in this country. The confidence of 
many Americans would suffer far more from 
the cessation of criticism—or the throttling of 
it—than from anything else. 
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Setting the Treasurer’s Salary 

State Representative Thomas A. Walsh, a St. 
Louis Democrat, has offered a bill. providing a 
$4000 annual salary increase for the City Treas- 
urer. What is remarkable about this measure is 
that it is the first one introduced in the current 
Legislature for the benefit of a St. Louisan that 
does not try to cheat on the State Constitution. 

The City Treasurer’s office is occupied by 
John J. Dwyer, who also is chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee. His base pay as 
Treasurer is $8000. A previous Legislature gave 
him an extra $2000 to “supervise” parking me- 
ters. This was a trick to get around the Consti- 
tutional prohibition against increasing the salary 
of an elected public official during his term. 

Representatve Walsh's bill would give the 
Treasurer an additional $4000 for his duties as 
parking meter supervisor, but the increment 
would not take effect until after Mr. Dwyer’s 
current term expires. So far as timing goes, this 
is exactly as it should be. The pending pay-rise 
proposals for other St. Louis officeholders would 
take effect at once. 

With respect to the Treasurer, two other ques- 
tions remain: Should he enjoy a 200 per cent 
increase in the rate for handling his parking 
meter, or “extra,” work? In our opinion, the 


“answer is No. The parking meter job was a 


subterfuge to give Mr. Dwyer a salary boost a 
few years ago. Representative Walsh’s bill would 
merely compound this subterfuge. 

If the Treasurer ought to be paid more money 
it should be for his principal activity. It may 
well be that the $8000 base pay for that work 
is too low. In any event it would be difficult 
to justify paying a City Treasurer more than the 
city’s Mayor. Mr. Tucker's salary is limited to 
$10,000 a year by the City Charter.

Public Power and ‘Socialism’

The public power controversy stirred 
up by the Dixon-Yates issue has pro- 
duced some points of view contrary to 
ours. We find our colleague, the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, for instance, as- 
serting that the public power systems 
have shown themselves more competent 
managers than those privately owned. 


If this were true, it would undermine 
at one stroke the entire basis for the 
American system of private capitalism. 

The purpose of an economic system is 
to provide goods and services. If gov- 
ernmental management is doing it bet- 
ter in the production and distribution 
of electricity, there is no reason it could 
not do it better in every other field. 

Opponents of socialism bolster their 
case with many arguments. Some of 
them deal with human nature. 


It is argued, for instance, that the 
average man will toil less diligently for 
the general welfare than for his own. 
It is pointed out that governmental 
management means control by politi- 
cians whose primary interest is retain- 
ing office and power. 

The theoretical objections are backed 
by observation. The British and the 
Russians have run state-owned enter-: 
prises. The results seem to show that a 
little bureau at the top cannot grasp all 
the intricacies of vast industries. 


Competition spurs endeavor, and a 
number of enterprisers, each an ex- 
pert in a limited field, seem to do bet- 
ter in the end than the central planners. 

Nevertheless, the Post-Dispatch takes 
issue with the statement that the sole 
difference between a public power sys- 
tem and one privately owned is that 
the former gets its capital free and 
Pays no taxes—and hence can sell its 
product cheaper. 

Among comparisons highly favorable 
to the publicly @wned system, the Post- 
Dispatch says their general and admin- 
istrative expenses are, on the average, 
26.5 per cent lower; their accounting 
and collecting costs 33.6 per cent lower; 
their transmission costs only half those 
of private companies. It is noted paren- 
thetically that these figures are supplied 
by the American Public Power Associa- 
tion, but they pass unquestioned. 

This is very startling information, if 
aecurate, although nobody seems to 
have taken it very seriously. It seems 
to be a reprehensible case of arranging 
statistics to prove what is desired. 

The majority of public power plants 
which presumably go into making these 
figures are owned by municipalities. 

A typical one mainly provides power 
for street lighting and waterworks op- 
eration. Since the city is billing one big 
customer, itself, its tollection costs 
ought to be small. Since it also owns 
the transmission lines, that charge is 
eliminated. » 

This comparison is favorable neither: 
to public nor private ownership. It 
proves merely that rates and statistics 
can be highly deceptive unless the 
whole story is known. 

We don’t believe that more than a 
small minority of Americans yet believe 
that a politically appointed commission 
is a better manager than business men 
whose living depends upon success.

Extracts From a Letter to 
the Chicago Daily News 


An editorial in The Chicago Daily 
News entitled “Shaky Statistics—Public 
Power Advocates Build Case on Decep- 
tion” specifically criticizes comments of 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch based on 
studies by this association. 


That statistics compiled by this asso- 
ciation should “pass unquestioned” ap- 
pears to have surprised your editorial 
writer, and he concludes that they rep- 
resent “a few figures scratched together 
by an organization whose function is to 
lobby for public funds.” 


In every instance the figures used in 
that study were compiled from official 
publications of the Federal Power Com- 
mission. 

Your editorial comments that a “‘typ- 
ical” municipal electric system ‘mainly 
provides power for street lighting and 
waterworks operation,” and that “since 
the city is billing one big customer, 
itself, its collection costs ought to be 
small.” ' 


None of the systems in the American 
Public Power Association study serve 
only one customer or limit their service 
to street lighting and waterworks. The 
average municipal system in our study 
serves 14,000 customers. 


Your editorial continues: “In general, 
a city-owned plant occupies public 
offices for which it pays either nominal 
rent, or none at all. Its legal work is 
done by the city law department. The 
city purchasing agent serves it free. 
Specialized plants do not have engi- 
neering problems that go, with larger, 
complex systems. And so on.” 


The typical municipal electric system 
pays rent for any city office space it 
occupies, reimburses the city for any 
legal work done by city attorneys, and 
must do its own purchasing due to the 
technical nature of its needs. The sug- 


gestion that “specialized plants do not 


have engineering problems that go with 
larger, complex systems” is not borne 
out by the facis. The economies of local 
public power operations are achieved 
not because of relatively smaller size 
but in spite of it. 

Your editorial’s thesis that public 
power is socialism and hence a threat 
to American private capitalism reflects 


_ basic ignorance of the electric utility 


industry. 


In making your case against social- 
ism, the British and Russians are cited, 
although both of those nations have na- 
tionalized electric systems. 


Neither this association nor its mem- 
bers is advocating nationalization, least 
of all the local publicly owned systems 
which would be swallowed up as surely 
as the private companies. 


We agree with your editorial in op- 
posing socialism, and we believe that 
the magnificent record of the local pub- 
licly owned electric systems constitutes 
a bulwark against socialism by provid- 
ing an element of competition in a vital

The Villain Lurks Beyond 


Dayton Is 
Impressive 
In Victory

NEW YORK, March 16—St. 
Louis U., which has had the un- 
happy fate of encountering the 
best teams early in the National 
Invitation Tournament, appeared 
to have done it again today, 

The University of Dayton, 
well-regarded in the first place, 
boosted its reputation immeas- 
urably last night when it broke 
down a smart but worn-out St. 
Louis team, 97 to 81. 

Dayton’s victory in the quar- 
terfinal round before 9850 cus- 
tomers in Madison Square Gar- 
den represented the best all- 
round basketball operation seen 
yet in the event. 

It sent the Flyers into Thurs- 
day night’s semifinal round as 
a heavy favorite over St. Fran- 
cis of Loretto, Pa. which ad- 
vanced with 68-64 upset triumph 
over title-defending Holy Cross.

Soap and Liver Also Used. 

The experienced trotline fish- 
erman uses a bit of it all—liver, 
soap, cheese, minnows, crawfish, 
worms — and remembers on 
which hook each bait was 
placed. Usually these baits are 
alternated in consecutive order 
until the fisherman establishes 
which is the favored food for the 
fishes. After this is accomplished 
the entire trotline of 30 hooks 
is then strung with the pre- 
ferred bait. 

One story is that a fisherman 
examined the stomachs of sev- 
eral channel catfish and found 
wild grapes which had been eat- 
en after dropping in the water 
from overi:anging vines. He then 
baited the trotline with wild 
grapes and was rewarded with 
a record catch. 

Channel catfish are the elite 
of this large family of fishes. 
They, at times, will take arti- 


ficial lures, and live minnows 
are one of their favorite foods. | 
Some fishermen are of the opin- 
ion that chicken livers are out-| 
standing as fish-takers, 
others say there is nothing su-' 
perior to liver from the rabbit. | 
One of the simpler dough baits | 
which has been used success- 
fully is a half-and-half mixture 
of cotton seed meal and flour 
with enough warm water added 
to form a firm ball. Although 
other species of these scaleless 
fishes may be excellent fighters, 
the channel catfish is the only 
one of the species listed in the 
Wildlife Code of Missouri as a 
game fish. 
55-Pound Channel Recorded. 


The largest channel catfish 
ever taken, according to official 
records, weighed 55 pounds. It 
was taken by Roy Groves on 
May 18, 1949, in the James River, 
South Dakota. Many fishermen 
dispute the identity of this fish 
as a channel. They declare the 
maximum weight of the channel 
variety is 25 pounds and that 
the record fish was, undoubted- 
ly, a blue. 


Both have deeped-forked tails, 
and the dark spots, prominent 
in smaller channels, often dis- 
appear completely in the larger 
adults, giving both of them the 
same coloration. But you can 
identify each of them by the 
shape and structure of the anal 
fin. In the channel cat the out- 


er structure of the anal fin is 
round and has 25 to 30 rays; in 
the blue cat it is straight and 
has 31 to 33 rays. Also the air 
bladder of the channel has two 
lobes, while that of the blue has 
three. 


Most of the catfish are noc- 
turnal in habit and are often 
quite inactive in daylight hours. 
But when the shadows grow 
long, Mr. Whiskers starts prowl- 
ing for his evening appetizer. 

One of the most successful 
ways of taking channel cats is 
by the limb-line method, Along 
the deeper eddies where these 
fish make their homes, there 
are overhanging trees that line 
the Ozark watercourses. Some of 
these have limbs that grow 
downward within a few feet of 
the water. Strong, heavy lines 
are tied to the sturdier branches 
and a large hook, usually a 2-0, 
is attached to the line. The 
hook is then baited with a large 
shiner or a sucker or sunfish, 
which is barely submerged in 
the water. The noise created by 
the frantic bait, in its effort to 
escape, attracts any fish that may

Programs to Seek to Convey 
Fundamentals, Avoid 
“Sticky Sentiment.” 


NEW YORK, March 16 (AP) 
—An extensive new program of 
religious radio, television and 
films—aimed at conveying fun- 
damentals of faith and, avoiding 
“sticky sentiment’ ‘is planned 
by Southern Baptists. 


The new program will extend 
Southern Baptist broadcasting 
into northern metropolitan cen- 
ters. 

Dr. Paul M. Stevens of At- 
lanta, director of the Southern 
Baptist Radio and Television 
Commission, said in announcing 
the project yesterday the spon- 
sors plan to avoid the “shallow 
kind of religion” which he said 
has become the airways vogue. 

Dr. Stevens said at’ a press 
conference that perhaps the 
most effective religious radio- 
felevision work—is*now being 
done by Lutherans and Roman 
Catholics. 


Outlining the Southern Bap- 
tist denomination’s plans, he 
said: “We are going to try to 
go back to fundamental biblical 
teachings. . We believe that is 
the greatest contribution we can 
make to religious life in Amer- 
ica.” 

Dr. Stevens said much of the 
religious broadcasting now on 
the air is “a synthetic religion, 
a sort of religious cod liver oil 
that becomes nauseating.” He 
added that “you can’t grow 
great Americans feeding them 
that.” 

He said the new Southern 
Baptist program will have a 
steady nation-wide output of 
radio and television programs 
and films and by next year will 
have an annual budget of about 
$700,000 
The denomination, whose 
membership ranks only behind 
the Methodists among Protes- 
tants, plans to start construc- 
tion soon on a $200,000 Baptist 
radio-television center in Fort

than Quemoy. But the Matsus 
can be covered from the airbases 
where the main enemy air 
strength is concentrated. 


Quemoy, of course, is the sec- 
ond part of the picture. If Amer- 
ican air strength has already 
been impaired, and if the fight- 
ing is still “limited,” the defense 
of Quemoy will be a pretty hope- 
less proposition. The place is 
ringed with enemy heavy guns. 
A landing there is no more than 
a river crossing. And the enemy 
will be able to give some air sup- 
port to an assault on Quemoy 
with the bomber squadrons and 
the hundred or so MIG-15s that 
are based around Canton. 

Red Supply Problem. 

As for the third part of this 
picture of enemy power, it is 
still in the future. Supply is al- 
ways the key to every Chinese 
military problem. The enemy is 
preparing to support operations 
against the Matsus and Quemoy 
from airfields inconveniently 
distant to the north and to the 
south, because supply prob‘ems 
dictate this plan. 

The big tonnages of fuel need- 
ed to sustain jet air operations 
just cannot be laid down on the 
much nearer airfields in Fukien 
province over the mountainous 
roads that are Fukien’s only 
links with the rest of China. But 
when andif the Matsus and Que- 
moy fall to the enemy, the costal 
shipping route will no longer be 
blocked. The Fukien airfields 
can then be supplied by sea. 

That is the real importance of 
the offshore islands. Once the 
enemy can supply the Fukien 
airfields, he can bid for air su- 
premacy over the Formosa 
strait. And if the day ever comes 
when the enemy rules the air 
over the Formosa strait, we shall 
hear no more vainglorious talk 
about an attack on Formosa and 
Pescadores being “out of the 
question.”

in retreat. In his best lawyer 
language Secretary Dulles is 
suggesting that virtually all the 
Yalta material has been pub- 
lished or already made available 
to Congress. 

This of course does not dis- 
pose of the material which pre- 
sumably was the subject of his 
comments about national secur- 
ity and our relations with other 
pewer. Sir Winston Churchill 
has personally advised against 
publication and our relation 
with West Germany could be 
adversely affected. 

Senate Republican’ Leader 
Knowland is still pressing for 
publication. It will almost sure- 
ly come and before the 1956 
presidential campaign. 

Impartial opinion is that it 
will be a dud. The art of propa- 
ganda is to keep things pur- 
posely vague so that the human 


race can indulge its consider-j| 


able propensity for believing the 
worst. No doubt Roosevelt and 
Churchill made mistakes at 
Yalta but they will be nowhere 
near as emotionally provocative 
as the imagined sins with which 
they have been so freely load- 
ed by the campaign orators. 
Dulles, an expert at fine- 
print law, this time played too 
bold a hand with the Demo- 
crats who are lawyers, too, and 
very much more skillful politi- 
cians than he will ever be. 
They regard his maneuver as 
excessive cuteness and a reflec- 
tion on their own discernment. 
When he played fair with the 
Speaker and Senator George on 
the Formosa resdlution he got 
perfect results. The results he 
will get from this maneuver are 
precisely what he asked for.

Fix It Yourself

~ Painting Galvanized Iron. 


FEW weeks ago we had the 
A opportunity of watching 

"some people make galvanized 
iron. It’s quite a process. The 
sheets of steel are cleaned with 
acid and then dipped into a pot 
of boiling zinc. When they come 
out they are galvanized which 
means that the steel is coated 
with a thin film of zinc which 
prevents rusting. 

It prevents rusting, however, 
only as long as the zinc film is 
unbroken. 

Now if the metal has been ex- 
posed to the weather for a time, 
the zinc coating will be rough 
and paint applied will hold. But 
if the metal is new, the zinc 
coating will be so smooth that 
your paint won't be able to get 
a good bond and will peel off 
easily. 

The way to avoid this is 
either to apply a prime coat of 
zinc dust paint which will bond 
to the metal and which a fin- 
ished coat of paint will also bond 
to, or, etch the zinc coating just 
a bit so that it is rough and the 
paint will bond. 

Your hardware or paint store 
may be able to supply you with 
a special acid solution designed 


just for this purpose. If they, j; 


don’t have it, you can make your 
own by mixing four ounces of 
copper sulphate to a gallon of 
water. This solution should be 
applied to the metal with a clean 
dry brush. Now rinse the sur- 
face with fresh water and wipe 
with a cloth to remove all traces 
of dirt. Allow the surface to dry 
and then apply a metal primer. 
When this is dry, apply a coat 
of finish paint.

T is seldom that we find any 
completely new food 


offered at the market. We may, 


however, find these in a different 


form from those that we are ac- 
customed to use, 

Those frozen soups that were 
launched a few months ago are 
a good example of this. When 
the company from which we 
have been buying launches 
something néw, most of us are 
interested enough to try it. If 
we like it, it goes on to our 
regular list of staples, either for 
occasional or common use. Twe 
new products of this type have 
recently become available. As 
it happens, they go very well 
together. : 

The new apple-flavored gelatin 
is particularly g00d as a base 
for salads. It is even better when 
a little vinegar is added, I liked 
it with the new “salad vinegar” 
that came to my attention at the 
same time. A mixture of vege- 
tables or vegetables and fruits 
makes this a light but nutritious 
jellied salad for use as a main 
course at lunch or supper, 

I have used diced apples with 
celery and a bit of onion as one 
combination.

Learning to Read 


By Angelo Patri 

OME of my good friends scolded me for saying that it 
S was not a good idea to teach children to read at home. 
It could be that I did not make myself clear, and it 
could be, too, that each reader interpreted what I wrote 
according to his experience with his own child who was 
learning to read in school. 

When a preschool child asks what the word on the 
sign says we tell him. He is content. We do not try, if we 
are wise, to teach him the names of the letters in the word. 
Soon, if he has reading power, he reads words in the ad- 
vertisements, sometimes his Mother Goose stories, relying 
on the picture, the location of the words on the page and 
his memory. He is not in the school’s meaning of the term, 
“reading.”

WHEN HE GETS TO SCHOOL and the teacher begins 
teaching him formal reading he gets a reader. This is 
called the basic reader. There is a vocabulary he is to 
know at sight, phonic elements that he is to recognize and 
use as tools in reading new words. There are stories which 
he reads, mostly by memory, location and pictures as be- 
fore. This sort of reading is done by a set method guided 
by the rules in the teacher’s manual. The home people are 
not familiar with this procedure and when they try to teach 
a child to “read” they are more than likely to confuse him. 

As for the results in the schools, there will be as many 
opinions as people with children in the early grades. Some 
teachers succeed wonderfully no matter what the method. 
Some fail as tremendously. Some children would read if 
they never went to school and some will not read no mat- 
ter how long they stay there. 


x *k * 

THERE IS NO QUESTION, however, about the fact 
that there are too many reading failures these days. In 
some schools theory about reading readiness, about group 
teaching, about the kind and the number of books to be 
read, gets in the way of sound and timely teaching. Some 
administrators have imposed practices on teachers before 
the teachers were ready for them and this has caused some 
of the trouble. In time this will be smoothed out. 

Meanwhile when word goes home that Sonhy is not do- 
ing well in reading and a bit of home help would be wel- 
comed, the best thing to do is to see the teacher and learn 
what help is needed, and how it is to be given. Armed with 
that information, teaching the child will not confuse him 
ahd may help him. Don’t hold him more than 15 minutes 
at the task and don’t try to bring him up to grade over 
night. 

It is the beginner, the 6-year-old child, who should not 
be home taught. Let the teacher have the right of way 
there.

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Expert's View of Juvenile Delinquency 


Problem Is Complex, but Parents Can Carry Worry Too Far, Says U.S. Special Project Director

ARENTS are worried, seri- 
Prousiy worried about juvenile 

delinquency. News stories, 
magazine articles, surveys, re- 
ports, panels, committee find- 
ings intensify their concern. 
This concern is a good thing, but 
in the case of sincere conscien- 
tious parents, the worry can be 
carried too far. 

“As I travel around the coun- 
try, I find parental responsibili- 
ty is the primary interest of 
most people,” says Bertram 
Beck, director of the Special 
Juvenile Delinquency Project of 
the United States Children’s Bu- 
reau. “And sometimes it’s a lit- 
tle distressing when you find 
parents so sensitive and fearful. 
Many of them have the idea that 
if they only knew what to do, 
if they had enough knowledge, 
they could determine what their 
child would be, that they alone 
are solely responsible for his 
outcome. 

“Superimposed on this are 
many things parents read, the 
simple easy answers such as, 
‘Fine or punish the parents.’ It 
continues to make them feel 
uneasy. If they feel too un- 
easy, they can lose a lot of the 
kick out of being a parent.” 


Beck, who was here recently 
to confer with the Social Plan- 
ning Council’s Juvenile Review 
Committee, appointed by Mayor 
Tucker to study the need for a 
Youth Commission in St. Louis, 
will return tomorrow to speak 
to the annual Institute of the 
Mental Health Association here 
and to the Missouri Council on 
Children and Youth of the Mis- 
souri Association on Social Wel- 
fare in Jefferson City on Satur- 
day. 

It is Beck’s job to stimulate 
and assist local action in the 
prevention and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency throughout 
the United States. He spends 
about half his time speaking to 
groups and working with com- 
mittees. But while he reports 
on the newest projects and stud- 
ies of juvenile delinquency, he 
frequently feels the need to 
point out that the problem is a 
complex one and that there are 
no simple solutions, even for 
parents. 

“I think that sure, you do 
what’s best for your children in 
the light of what you know,” he 
says. “Sure, you read. the 
pamphlets and join the parent 
study groups. But even as you 
try to do your best as a parent, 
you recognize that you can’t 
have absolute knowledge. There 
is no recipe you can follow. In 
many instances of delinquency, 
it is the source of contagion in 
the community that tips the bal- 
ance. 

“Let’s take a kid of ordinary 
parents, parents who do the best 
they can. The kid goes to school 
and has trouble learning to read. 
Let’s say the school is over- 
crowded and doesn’t have spe- 
cial facilities for remedial read- 
ing, so he never masters that 
skill. He doesn’t get along in 
school so he starts to be a truant 
and while he does he falls into 
a group of other youngsters led 
by a delinquent. Because he 
wants to be like the others, he 
gets involved and is picked up. 

“Now,” continues Beck, “we 
can go back and say if the par-

ents had known he was having 
difficulty learning to read, they 
should have found a way to 
solve the problem. Theoreti- 
cally that may be true. On the 
other hand, the parents did the 
best they could—they weren't 
ogres, they cared, but they had 
problems like all of us. You can 
blame it equally on the school 
with an improper teacher-pupil 
ratio, and on the community at 
large. The problem is not lim- 
ited to what goes on in the 


home.” 
A parental feelings -of guilt 
there is a great deal of con- 
fusion, much of it compounded 
by the printed word, concerning 
delinquency. Some say it’s the 
same old problem of the rebel- 
lious adolescent; others maintain 
there’s an entirely new crop of 
symptoms. Some say it’s on the 
increase, others that the increase 
is due only to increasing popu- 
lation itself. 
“I think we're all agreed that 
there is nationally more delin- 


ae ga 
LONG with a great deal of 


quency and that it is a growing 
problem,” Beck says. “Some go 
farther and say it is not only 
growing but that the kids are 
doing worse things. There is no 
evidence of this in the FBI ar- 
rest records, no increase in as- 
sault and homicide, for instance. 
Car theft is still the major crime 
among juveniles.” 

. St. Louis is probably superior 
to most cities its size, Beck 
thinks, in incidence of juvenile 
delinquency. Its schools’ are 
superior, it has such remedial 
programs as child guidance 
clinics, and a group of citizens 
aware of mental health needs, 
Beck cites the recent racial in- 
integration in the public high 
schools as a sign of good mental 
health. 

It may interest many of the 
criers-with-alarm that Beck con- 
siders juvenile delinquency it- 
self not a big problem, only 4 
symptom of a problem, that. is, 
“the failure to impart to a grow- 
ing number of young people in- 
ner controls of behavior that 
make them social citizens.”

ECK, a young bachelor, is a 
Beradiate of Antioch College, 

did graduate work at the 
University of Chicago and New 
York University, and has served 
as child guidance worker, as an 
executive in the Community 
Service Society of New York, as 
psychiatric caseworker in the 
Air Force, as police reporter, 
and parole interne at various 
times. 

At present, his major work is 
concerned with what various 
communities are doing about 
juvenile delinquency. His own 
idea of a program to do the ut- 
most to combat the problem is 
a broad and far-reaching one. 

First it involves basic preven- 
tion, for as he points out, “It 
has been demonstrated that lov- 
ing maternal care in the child’s 
own family home during his 
earliest years is the foundation 
for health development in adult 
life.” As the child grows, fam- 
ily life and activities are essen- 
tial, the “role of religion in 
transmitting social and moral 
values is crucial.” 

Despite this family training; 
the community must be alert in 
detecting, at the earliest possi- 
ble time, children with prob- 
lems. Much attention is being

done by agencies with families 
who need help. Traveling men- 
tal hygiene clinics, he points 
out, have done much in rural 
areas to locate potential delin- 
quents. But the treatment is 
far from simple. 

“Delinquency cannot properly 
be compared with a disease like 
diphtheria, in which once the 
symptoms are manifest, the pre- 
cise treatment is known,” he 
points out. “It can better be 
compared with a symptom that 
can mean the presence of any 
one of several diseases, major 
or minor.”

OME delinquents, for in- 

stance, are neurotic, in need 

of psychotherapy. Others are 
social, their problems come 
from the circles in which they 
move. Others are asocial, chil- 
dren who may have been de- 
prived of care, suffered a shock 
in infancy. Still others are ac- 
cidental delinquents who went 
along with the crowd and were 
caught. But for all, early re- 
medial work is important. 

Beck goes along with the au- 
thorities who think that im- 
proved aid to mothers of de- 
pendent children, improved 
housing facilities would be of 
some help. Further, he feels 
that over-all community en- 
deavor should organize a pro- 
gram rather than approach it 
in piecemeal fashion. 

He points out that the federal 
Government may encourage such 
state and community programs 
in the near future. Two bills 
in Congress, one introduced by 
Senator Estes Kefauver, one at 
the instigation of President 
Eisenhower, both substantially 
the same, are designed to pro- 
vide grants for state and local 
work in preventing delinquency. 
Looking toward the future, Beck 
is far from pessimistic. 

“If we can dream for a min- 
ute,” he says, “we can contem- 
plate the idea of family centers 
in the community, centers where 
all sorts of health and welfare 
services are centralized. Where 
a woman on her way to the 
supermarket can leave her child 
in a nursery, where there would 
be prenatal health examinations, 
where adults and pre-school 
children and adolescents could 
have needs met. We could bring 
together many things we've done 
in the past in trying to meet the 
gaps. For, as we become in- 
creasingly industrialized, the 
family is unable to meet these 
needs. 

“No matter how nostalgic we 
may be, we can’t move back. If 
today’s family cannot provide 
functions for its members, the 
community must provide them. 
I think much can come out of 
meeting this small problem, ju- 
venile delinquency—for it is a 
small one, compared to our great 
ones—that will work for the 
good of all ages.”

N REVIEWING and analyzing 
the hands from the recent 
World Championship match 
played between the United 
States and England—the latter 
country having won the Euro- 
pean title—one cannot help but 
suspect that over-conservatism 
played more than a minor part 
in the American defeat. Time 
and again the United States 
team stopped at a part-score 
contract where the British team 
went on to game. I do not mean 
to imply that all such compari- 
sons showed a loss to our side, 
but on balance the aggressive 
bidding practiced by the visitors 
worked out, and even when it 
didn’t, the fault perhaps lay with 
the play of the hand rather than 
with the contract itself. 

Here, for example, was one 
such case: 
South, dealer.

When the United States pair 
sat North-South, this was the 
auction. 


South West North East 
Pass Pass 1¢ Pass 
2N.T. Pass Pass Pass 


West opened the four of dia- 
monds—the same lead that was 
made at the other table—and 
after dummy ducked, East’s ten 
went to declarer’s ace. On a low 
heart lead, with West ducking, 
the nine was put in, and of 
course it was then easy for 
South to win three of the four 
heart tricks. When four club 
tricks and a spade also came to 
South in natural course, America 
scored 150 points—70 for the 
two no-trump contract, 50 for a 
part-score at team-of-four play, 
and 30 for an overtrick. 

As a matter of record, Amer- 
ica actually showed a profit on 
the deal, because the British de- 
clarer, in one of the rare lapses 
affecting his team, landed at 
three no-trump but won only 
eight tricks. (He tried for some- 
thing remote instead of simply 
leading out the clubs in quest 

of four tricks.) At this table the 
bidding was considerably differ- 
ent in that South not only ae- 
clined to pass originally but 
actually bid one no-trump—thus 
ignoring the supposedly greater 
safety of a one-club opening. 
North obviously had enough to 
carry this sort of opening to 
game.

Emotions and Restraint 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


‘their morality. 


AS it ever entered into 
H ite heart of modern man 

to think that if he re- 
versed his thinking on certain 
subjects, and held to the very 
opposite of what he is now do- 
ing, he would be very happy? 

True, our age calls itself 
revolutionary, but this is 
merely a tag to cover up the 
rut the world has been in for 
several centuries. 

Communism, for example, 
prides itself on being revolu- 
tionary; actually it is not the 
beginning of a new era; it 
is the dying gasp of an old 
one. It has the same basic 
principle of the last century, 
namely, materialism and there 
is nothing revolutionary about 
materialism. 

* * * 

ALMOST all modern think- 
ing, education and living has 
been geared to the false direc- 
tive that man must be given 
free play in the use of- his 
emotions or instincts; that 
every counsel to deny himself 
something is to be regarded as 
“an unhealthy § repression.” 
Self-discipline is looked upon 
as a restraint of personality; 
asceticism or self-denial of 
even the legitimate things of 
life is frowned upon as cruelty 
to self. 

It is strange that psychol- 
ogists and educators have not 
seen the fallacy behind these 
ideas. The “no-restraint” 
group assumes that every in- 
stinct and emotion, urge and 
libido, is good. 

The truth of the matter is 
they are not good or bad; they 
are rather amoral like the 
keys of a piano. There is 
nothing in the keys which 
make some of them right and 
some of them wrong. No one 
can say that the white keys 
are right and the black keys 
wrong. The determinant of 
rightness and wrongness is 
something outside the keys, 
namely, their conformity or 
nonconformity with the notes 
of a musical composition. 

So it is with instincts and 
emotions; it is the object of 
the emotions that determines 
Hence, love 
of a husband for a wife is 
right, but love of a husband 
for another man’s wife can 
be wrong, though the emotion 
is the same. 

Emotions and feelings con- 
stitute a remarkable force 
which can be utilized for good 


or for evil, much as a locomo- 
tive can be used to pull 
freight, or run through the 
other end of the round house. 
Since these forces are so gi- 
gantic, it follows that not only 
should they be surrounded ‘by 
protective barriers, but they 
must also be given right ob- 
jectives through moral educa- 
tion. 
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TO PRACTICE self-denial 
of the emotions is not, as s0 
many believe, a kind of per- 
verted sense in which one 
takes pleasure in giving one- 
self pain. Does the boxer who 
trains for a fight take a per- 
verted pleasure in his road 
work and his shadow boxing, 
or does he do it for the sake 
of victory in the ring? A hus- 
band who goes without a drink 
once a week during the year in 
order to buy his wife a really 
good Christmas present does 
not do so because he takes a 
perverted pride in his self- 
denials. If the husband can 
practice self-denial for the 
love of his wife, why cannot 
the Christian practice self-de- 
nial for the love of God? 

The purpose of asceticism, 
self-denial and mortification is 
the growth in charity or love 
of God. Christian self-denial 
is not based on the idea that 
the world, or the flesh are 
intrinsically wicked, but on the 
conviction that God is intrin- 
sically good. Just as a ship, 
in order to make progress in 
a storm, will throw surplus 
cargo overboard because safe 
arrival at the port is more im- 
portant than the cargo, so the 
Christian ascetic will abandon 
certain lawful pleasures to ob- 
tain a more intimate peace. It 
is not a question even of 
making himself a saint or a 
wise man, but rather to de- 
liver himself over entirely to 
charity. 

To practice restraint of 
anger in the face of violence, 
to be temperate in drinking 
when tempted to take it in ex- 
cess, to give away things 
rather than to be avaricious, to

ROME. 


HE night train from Paris 
T to Montpellier was a com- 

fortable trip and we ar- 
rived at 7:30 a.m. on Sunday to

Some of these children have 
brought with them many su- 
perstitions and fears, and 
these must be combated and 
eradicated, if possible. Many 
of them must be taught not to 
go to bed with all their clothes 
on, which they have always 
done. They must learn to eat 
at regular hours and to live a 
group life with a_ certain 
amount of discipline. 

Most of the youngsters have 
come from large families and 
horribly crowded conditions, 
Some of them have unbelieva« 
ble case histories, All 200 of 
them, however, ate in the big 
assembly hall with the guests 
when I was there, and you 
could not help thinking that 
on the whole they were a v 
bright-looking group of chi 
dren, healthier and more nor- 
mal than you would have ex- 
pected. 

It was hard to tell those 
who had been there only a 
week from those who had been 
there over a month, so quickly 
does the example of others 
help the new arrivals.
